Horace Greeley, in a recent letter from 
France, thus touches upon topics which huvo

“The conviction of Charles Hngo, nnd his 
sentence to six mouths imprisonment for 
simply writing a strong editorial in the Evc- 
ncment, in condemnation of Legal lulling, 
is making a profound sensation here. I think 
it will hasten the downfall both of theguillo- 
tine anil the’party of Order* which thus as¬ 
sumes the championship of that venerated 
institution. The Times I’urris correspon¬ 
dent, I perceive, takes up the tnlo of Hugo’s 
article having been calculated to cxtiose tlip 
ministers of the law to popular odium, and 
naively protests against a line of argument 
hy which ‘those who execute the law are stig¬ 
matized as executioners.' 1 suppose we must 
call them executors hereafter, to obviate the 
hardship complained of. How singular that 
those who glory in the deed should shrink 
indignnntly from the name ! 

Americu" attention will naturally lie drawn 
to the recent debate in the Assembly, involv- 
ug the Principle of the Higher Law. The. 
lubject was a bill reorganizing the National 
Guard, with the intent cf sifting it as clean 
as possible of the popular element, nnd thus 
render it a nullity or accomplice in the exe¬ 
cution of the mouarchial conspiracies now 
brewing. It is hut a few days since Geu. 
Changnrmer solemnly informed the Assem¬ 
bly, in reply to President Bonaparte’s covert 
menaces at Dijon, that the army could not lie 
made to level its muskets nud*point its cau- 
nou at the Assembly—“Wherefore, represen¬ 
tatives ol France, deliberate in peace.”

AMERICAN NAVAL ANECDOTE 


SLAVERY IN LIBERIA. 

The patrons of the Colonization Society 
have taken great pains to contradict the state¬ 
ment of Capt .Forbes in regard to slavery 
in Liberia, but it seems from the following 
letter which We copy from the London Morn¬ 
ing Herald that the Captain still sticks to his 
statement and is able to give names: 

“Army and Navy Clot, April 8. 

“ In reference to the article on Liberia in 
the last number of the Athenceum, signed by 
“ Elliott Cresson and Thomas Hodgkin,” ! 
feel called on to give some explanation. 

“ On the 24th of March Mr. Hodgekin very 
politely requested that I would give my au¬ 
thority for the statements in iny work, “Da¬ 
homey and the Dahomans,” referring to Li¬ 
beria, adding—“ Thou wilt observe that I am 
not calling thy own accuracy in question ; but 
the assertions to which thdu hast given cir¬ 
culation are so strangely at variance with the 
accounts which I have received from actual 
visitors, that 1 feel deeply interested in search¬ 
ing them to their foundation.” 

“Had Mr. Hodgekin published my answer 
along with the letter of himself and Mr. 
Cresson, I should not have had here to con¬ 
tinue the controversy. It was as follows : 

Forest, Wmdsor, March 36. 

“My dear Sir,—You are right in your con¬ 
jecture that. I have not visited Monrovia, al¬ 
though for six months I was stationed within 
twenty-five miles of Cape Mesurado, and at 
Cape Mount met many Liberian citizens. 
That the citizens of Liberia are guilty of 
buying and holding slaves, 1 had occular de¬ 
monstration ; and I know personally two Li¬ 
berian citizens, * * , sojourners at Cape 

Mount, who owned several slaves, in the gen¬ 
eral use of the term, but notin its legal sense 
as regards the treaties for the suppression 
of the slave trade, as these slaves were what 
are termed domestic slaves, (pawns, and not 
intended for foreign slavery. These pawns, 
as I have stated and believe, are as much 
slaves as their sable prototypes in the parent 
states of America, and my informants acqain- 
ted me that almost all labour in Liberia was 
derived from a system of domestic slavery.

When the Macdonough was first lieuten¬ 
ant of the Siren, nnder command of Capt.

The frigate’s boat was twice the force of 
his own ; but the act was so bold as to as¬

When the affair was made know to the 
British captain, he came on board the Siren 
in a great rage, and inquired how he dared 
to take a naan from his boat. Macdonough 
replied that he was an American seaman, 
and was under the protection of the flag of 
the United States, and that it was his duty 
to protect him. The captain with a volley 
of oaths, swore he would bring his frigate 
along side and sink her. “ That you may 
do,” said Macdonough; “but while she 
swims, the man you will not have.” 

The English captain told Macdonough 
that he was a young hair-brained fellow, and 
would repent of his rashness. “ Supposing, 
sir,” said he, “ I had been in that boat, would 
you have dared to have committed such an 
act?” “I should have made the attempt, 
sir, at all hazards,” was the reply. “What, 
sir!” said the English captain, “ would you 
venture to interfere were I to impress men 
from that brig ?” “ You have only to try it, 

sir,” was the reply. The English officer 
returned to his ship, manned his boat, and 
made his way toward the brig—Macdonough 
did the same; but there the affair ended; 
the English boat took a circuitous route and 
returned to the ship. There was such a 
calmness in the Conduct of Lieut. Macdo¬ 
nough, — such a solemnity in his language, 
—such a politeness in his manner, — that 
the British officer saw that lie had to deal 
with no ordinary m an, and that it was not 
prudent to put him on his metal.

HINTS TO SINGERS. 

As regards singing, practise two or three 
times a day, but at first not longer than ten 
minutes at a time, and letofle of these times 
he before breakfast. Exercise the extremi¬ 
ties of the voice, but do not dwell long upon 
those notes you touch with difficulty. Open 
the mouth at all times ; in the higher notes 
especially, open it to the ears as if smiling. 
Never dwell upon consonants. Be distinct 
from one note to another, yet carry them on 
glidingly. Never sing with the slightest 
cold or sore throat. Vocalise always upon 
A, and be careful to put no B’s before it. 
Never take breath audibly. Begin to shake 
slowly au d steadily. Practise most where the 
voee di petto and the voce di goto join, so as to 
attain the art of making the one glide imper¬ 
ceptibly into the other. The greatest sin a 
singer can commit is to, sing out of tune. Be 
clear, but not shrill; deep, but not coarse. 

When you intend to sing, read the words, 
and see that you understand them, so as to 
give the proper expression. Let all your 
words be heard : it is a great and a common 
fault in English singers to be indistinct. 
Study flexibility. Practise both higher, 
louder, and lower than you sing in public; 
and when practising, open your mouth wid¬ 
er than it would be graceful to do in compa- 
ny. Do not change, the sound of the letters; 
siug as like speaking as you can. It is bet¬ 
ter to sing quite plain than to make too many 
turns and trills: these, when attempted at 
all, should be executed very neatly. Study 
simplicity: it is better to give no expression 
than false expressiqns. Never appear to 
Sing with effort or grimace ; avoid affectation 
arid every peculiarity. Never sit when you 
sing, if you can possibly help it, but Stand 
upright. Give more strength in ascending 
than in descending. Do not suffer yourself 
to be persuaded to sing soon after eating. 

Accidental sharps ought to he sung with 
more emphasis than accidental flats. The 
Italian vowels a and i have always the same 
sound, but e has two different ones : the first 
like the ai in pain ; the other like ea in tear, 
wear, or swear. O has also two sounds: one 
like o in tone ; the other like the au in gaudy. 
Articulate strongly your double consonants 
when singing French or Italian. The voice 
is said to be at its beat at eight-and-twenty, 
and to begin to decline soon after forty, when, 
the more you strain and try to reach the 
higher notes that are beginging to fail you, 
the quicker you hasten the decay of your 
powers. Children should never be allowed 
to sing much or to strain their voices; before 
that age, the middle notes only should be 
dwelt upon, or you run the risk of cracking, 
as it is termed, the notes. Never force the 
voice in damp wfiather, or when in the least 
degree unwell: many often sing out of tune 
at these times who do so at no other. Take 
nothing to clear the voice but a glass of cold 
water; and always avoid pastry, rich cream, 
coffee, and ckke, when you intend te sing.

Lord John Russell has written a book, 
besides, it is said, inditing several articles to 
the “Gentleman’s Magazine;” but Lord John 
Russell would never, On this account, have 
been famous. His celebrity has resulted not 
from literary achievements but solely from 
his position as a politician, the accidents of 
time, and his own obstinate immobility. 
Lord John Russell is a cadet of the house 
of Bedford ; he is the son and brother of a 
duke; and, although aristocracy is now au 
obsolete estate, which merely exists in its 
traditions, the sympathies of Lord John Rus¬ 
sell’s nature are so strongly wedded to it that 
he obstinately and dogmatically refuses to 
admit that this is the year 1851, but holds on 
to the belief that we are still in the era of 
1688, when the aristocratic revolution in 
England took place, to which the Russells 
gave a martyr, and by which they won much 
property and influence. 

It is the biography of Lord William Rus¬ 
sell of which his premier dependant is the 
authorajvvork which is only remarkable on 
account of certain family papers which are 
interwoven with the text. 

Lord John Russell is now Prime Minister 
of Great Britian,—a position which he holds 
by sufferance,—but such is his cool, egotist¬ 
ical placidity,.and satisfied conceit, that he is 
content to drag the car of government along 
the old beaten turnpike, and to dispense 
with a majority to support him in the House 
of Commons, if the radicals and protec¬ 
tionists will have it ro. 

When I first saw Lord John, from that 
dog-hole, which, in courtesy, is called the 
gallery of the House of Commons, he was 
seated with his arms folded across his breast, 
his legs laid over each other, and his hat 
resting, as far as I could discover, upon his 
nose. He is small in stature, and did not 
look striking amongst the miscellaneous as¬ 
sembly of remarkably - tall, thin, fat, large, 
portly and fashionable men who constituted 
his colleagues, and who sat beside him, but 
there was an air of quiet, sleepy, petrified 
immobility about him, which, when I dis¬ 
covered him, impressed me as the perfect 
type of bis party and policy. At last, how¬ 
ever, the little “Wouter Von Twiller” of 
English politics woke up, took his hat from 
his remarkably long, narrow head, over whose 
surface it seemed as if a bullet had ploughed 
its way, smoothing the crown clear through, 
and leaving the grizzled hair on each side, 
and then he coolly proposed the suspension 
of the Habeas Corpus and a Coercion Bill for 
Ireland. 

It was in 1849 when Europe was in the 
agonies of a general revolution, and when 
the land of Emmett was trembling in the 
weakness of famine, and with the passion 
of despair, that I saw this political King Log 
quietly rise in his place, to propose military

Green Winter Beans. As this is the 
commencement of the sason, we would re¬ 
mind our readers of the fact that they can 
have green shelled beans in the winter as 
well as in the summer. A gentleman in¬ 
forms us that he tried the following method 
last summer with perfect success. The 
beans were what are called “horticultural 
beans.” He gathered them as soon as they 
were plump, but not hard. They were then 
laid away in the pod, on the floor of the at¬ 
tic, carefully spread and dried. In the win¬ 
ter, whenever he wanted a mess of green 
beans, he took the dried pods and shelled 
them, and when cooked he could not distin¬ 
guish by the taste from those cooked in sum¬ 
mer directly from the vines. Our bean lov¬ 
ing friends should bear this in mind and at 
the proper season lay in a goodly store of 
green beans when winter has covered the 
earth and its “greens” forty fathoms or less 
with snow.

The resolutions were spoken to with much 
power by some of the first orators of the age, 
and were unanimously adopted. It was resol¬ 
ved to hold another Congress, next year, at 
such place as may be resolved upon by the bu¬ 
reau. The foreign members of the Congress 
were invited to a soiree, at Willis’s, by the 
British delegates, in return for the kindness and 
hospitality with which they were treated i* 
Paris, in 1849. 

Horace Greely, in a letter respecting the 
convention, says: 

“ I rejoice in being able to say that the gene¬ 
ral tendency of the speeches was towards uni¬ 
versal emancipation, mental and physical. I 
doubt whether an English audience, composed 
in so large proportion of the conventionally 
“ respectable classes” ever listened to so much 
downright Democracy before. The French 
speakers, the French writers, were full of it, 
and the great event, at least of the last day’s 
session, was the entrance of a body of fifteen 
French workmen, representatives of the Work¬ 
ing Associations of Paris to the World’s Exhi¬ 
bition, who came in a body to pledge thei ( 
hearts and hands to the cause of Universal 
Peace, and to assure the Congress that the La¬

Philosophy of Swimming. —Theibllowing 
rules and reasons, given many years ago, by 
Elizur Wright of Boston, ought to be repub¬ 
lished every summer in every newspaper of 
the land. 

No branch of education has been so much 
neglected as this. Man is the only animal 
which does not swim naturally. He sinks in 
deep water from the size of his brain when 
not properly exercised. That is to say, the 
weight of his brain above his nose sinks that 
organ a little beneath the surthce, when he 
is in an erect position, before his body dis¬ 
places its weight of water and thus finds an 
equilibrium.

Nut-brown, unbonuetted women, 
hoeing corn with an implemeut between a 
pickaxe and an adze, (and not a bad imple¬ 
ment, either for so rugged and unploughed 
soil) women driving hogs, cown, &c., to or 
from market, we encountered at every town. 
So much hard, rough work and exposure is 
fatal to every trace of beauty, aud I do) not 
remember to have seen a woman in Savoy 
even moderately good looking, while many 
were absolutely revolting. That this is not 
Nature’s fault is proved by the general as¬ 
pect of the children, who, though swarthy, 
have often good forms and features.
